It has been learned th at there will 
be no difficulty regarding the entry of 
the supply v essels to Cuban ports or 
their distributio n under the direction 
of United States arm y officers.

stated th at tue Spanish autho rities in 
Cuba are glad to hav e the prov isions 
sent in. 
N ew Y o r k, Aug. 26 .— G . W. H yatt, 
the Red Crpss agent a t Key W est, who 
was a pro m inent H av ana m erchant, has 
been engaged in sending small relief 
expeditions to v ario us points on the Cu­ 
ban coast. 
Relativ e to the work he 
writes to Stephen E. B arto n as follows: 
“1 am liappy to info rm you that the 
two last expeditious of food 1 sent to 
Cuba, one to Cardenas and one to the 
coast abov e Sagua la Grande, arriv ed 
safely and w ere deliv ered to the hu n­ 
gry women and children, to their great 
delight.

I am only too

Keaeliing Sho re Tells 
Sto ry o f Siiff'ering . 


A correspond ent at Oamp 
Wikoff 
send s the following story to his paper: 
“ From all acconnts the E ighth Ohio 
regim ent, know n as ‘M cKinley ’s O w n,’ 
m ast hav e ex perienced a terrible tim e 
since leav ing this cou ntry and w hile on 
their way home from Santiago on the 
transport M ohawk. 
The regim ent was 
not allowed to land tod ay , bu t some of 
the more seriou sly ill were brou ght 
ashore and placed in the general hos­ 
pital. 
“ One man m anaged to smu ggle him ­ 
self aboard the boat transferring the 
sick and tells of a frightfu l story of the 
m en’s su fferings. 
From w hat he say s 
the Eighth Ohio has had more than its 
share of hard ships.and oo the w ay home 
had not nearly enou gh to eat. 
“ Priv ates Ronse and Ed d y , who d ied 
on the w ay home, he say s, su ccu mbed 
from the effects of starv ation, and ov er 
3 00 men in the regim ent are seriou sly 
ill,althou gh only 13 0 hav e been reported 
as being in that cond ition. 
“ He say s the tru e state of affairs and 
the ex tent of the m en’s su fferings will 
not be known u ntil tomorrow morning, 
when the M ohawk pnts into the d ock 
and is nnload ed . 
“ The M ohawk left Cu ba on the 18th, 
and ev er since then the regim ent has 
been, accord ing to him, on scant rations. 
The sold ier showed an entry mad e in 
his d iary y esterd ay . 
It read : 
“ ‘I thou ght onr regim ent had liv ed 
hard on trav eling rations, bu t it was 
nothing like I witnessed tod ay on the 
Mohawk w ith the E ighth Ohio. 
The 
men had for su pper sou p and hard tack. 
The sou p was m ad e from 3 4 small cans 
of beef and 24 cans of tomatoes. 
This 
was intend ed for 1,200 m en, some of 
whom were so sick and weak that they 
cou ld scarcely hold u p their head s.’ 
“ It is only one instance cited by the 
sold ier of short rations on their way 
back to Jthe U nited States. 
On one oc­ 
casion, he say s the food became so bad 
and scarce that some of the men in the 
Eighth| Ohio m ad e a v igorou s kick. 
There] were a large nu m ber of them . 
For this, he told me, they were placed 
u nd er arrest and pot on d u ty cleaning 
u p the ship. 
“ They stru ck and refu sed to work 
u ntil they had been giv en som ething to 
eat. 
The colonel of the regim ent then 
ord ered them fed , after w hich the strik­ 
ers performed their d u ties. 
‘‘On another occasion the food became 


80 bad that a large nnm ber of the men 
assembled on the d eck and shou ted in a 
bod y for su stenance. 
This was after 
the d eath of Ronse. 
He claims that had 
the latter and Ed d y receiv ed proper food 
after being taken ill, they wou ld hav e 
recov ered .”

DI FFERED FROH HUNGER AT SEA 


A Correspondent Charges That Eddy's 
Life Would Have Been 8aved Had He 
Been Provided 
W ith Sufficient 
Food, 
On the Transport. 


The Eighth regiment, although it ie 
in the United States, is by no means 
having as nice a time as some people ex­ 
pect. 
Robert Hall this morning received the 
following telegram from his son, Lieut. 


r . T. Hall, dated Camp Wikofif: 
••I am in excellent health. 
Sent SO 
men to hospital. 
R. T. H a ll.” 
That probably means that a great 
many men in the regiment are ill. 
A number of telegrams were received 
from members of the company by friends 
in town today. The boys who sent 
them were well.

A correspondent at Clamp Wikoff 
sends the following story to his paper: 
“From all accounts the Eighth Ohio 
regiment, known as 'McKinley’s Own,’ 
mast have experienced a terrible time 
since leaving this country and while on 
their way home from Santiago on the 
transport Mohawk. The regiment was 
not allowed to land today, bat some of 
the more seriously ill were brought 
ashore and placed in the general hos­ 
pital. 
“One man managed to smuggle him­ 
self aboard the boat transferring the 
sick and tells of a frightful story of the 
men’s sufferings. From what he says 
the Eighth Ohio has had more than its 
share of hardships,and on the way home 
had not nearly enough to eat. 
“Privates Rouse and Eddy, who died 
on the way home, he says, succumbed 
from the effects of starvation, and over 
300 men in the regiment are seriously 
ill,although only 180 have been reported 
as being in that condition. 
“He says the true state of affairs and 
the extent of the men’s sufferings will 
not be known until tomorrow morning, 
when the Mohawk puts into the dock 
and is unloaded. 
“The Mohawk left Cuba on the 18th, 
and ever since then the regiment has 
been, according to bim, on scant rations. 
The soldier showed an entry made in 
his diary yesterday. It read: 
“ 'I thought our regiment had lived 
hard on traveling rations, but it was 
nothing like I witnessed today on the 
Mohawk with the Eighth Ohio. The 
men had for supper soup and hardtack. 
The soup was made from 34 small cans 
of beef and 24 cans of tomatoes. This 
was intended for 1,200 men, some of 
whom were so sick and weak that they 
could scarcely hold up their heads.’ 
"It is only one instance cited by the 
soldier of short rations on their way 
back to Jthe United States. Od one oc­ 
casion, he says the food became so bad 
and scarce that some of the men in the 
Eigkth| Ohio made a vigorous kick.

A Soldier W ho Succeeded 
R eaching Shore Tells 
Story o f Suffering. 
A correspondent at Camp 
Wikoff 
sends the following story to his paper: 
“From all accounts the Eighth Ohio 
regiment, known as 'McKinley’s Own,’ 
must have experienced a terrible time 
since leaving this country and while on 
their way home from Santiago on the 
transport Mohawk. The regiment was 
not allowed to land today, bat some of 
the more seriously ill were brought 
ashore and placed in the general hos­ 
pital. 
“One man managed to smnggle him­ 
self aboard the boat transferring the 
sick and tells of a frightful story of the 
men’s sufferings. From what he says 
the Eighth Ohio has had more than its 
share of hardships.and on the way home 
had not nearly enough to eat. 
“Privates Rouse and Eddy, who died 
on the way home, he says, succumbed 
from the effects of starvation, and over 
300 men in the regiment are seriously 
ill,although only 130 have been reported 
as being in that condition. 
“He says the true state of affairs and 
the extent of the men’s sufferings will 
not be known until tomorrow morning, 
when the Mohawk puts into the dock 
•and is unloaded. 
“The Mohawk left Cuba on the 18th, 
and ever since then the regiment has 
been, according to him, on scant rations. 
The soldier showed an entry made in 
his diary yesterday. It read: 
“ ‘I thought our regiment had lived 
hard on traveling rations, but it was 
nothing like I witnessed today on the 
Mohawk with the Eighth Ohio. The 
men had for supper soup and hardtack. 
The soup was made from 34 small cans 
of beef and 24 cans of tomatoes. This 
was intended for 1,200 men, some of 
whom were so sick and weak that they 
could scarcely hold up their heads.’ 
“It is only one instance cited by the 
soldier of short rations on their way 
hack to Jthe United States. On one oc­ 
casion, he says the food became so bad 
and scarce that some of the men in the 
Eigkth| Ohio made a vigorous kick. 
There] were a large number of them. 
For this, he told me, they were placed 
under arrest and put on duty cleaning 
up the ship. 
“They struck and refused to work 
until they had been given something to 
eat. The colonel of the regiment then 
ordered them fed, after which the strik­ 
ers performed their duties. 
“On another occasion the food became 
so bad that a large number of the men 
assembled on the deok and shouted in a 
body for sustenance. 
This was after 
the death of Rouse. He claims that had 
the latter and Eddy received proper food 
after being taken ill, they would have 
recovered.”

Within a stones-throw on the 
right rolls the old briny, a smooth, 
sandy beach for bathing being one of 
the most potent reasons for the selection 
of this location. A mile to the left the 
sound stretches to the northern horizon, 
and a mile to the east, beyond the light­ 
house, is old ocean again. 
Regular 
army officers claim that this is the best 
location in the camp.'the trifling driw- 
back being the distance from the tiny 
depot, where carload after carload of 
supplies arrive hourly. 
However, the 
bathing privileges, the freedom from 
malarial germs, and the magnificent sea 
breeze will bring the glow back to the 
cheeks of our boys in the Eighth. The 
mail is now distributed, and it will 
reach the boys in detention camp, to aid 
in whiling away the otherwise irksome 
three days.”

platform in the Diamond not less than 


1500 people had gathered when the 
meeting was opened. 
Manley’s band

and before and daring the meeting 
played many national airs. 
When the 
meeting was opened there were seated 
on the platform Mayor Bongh, Rev. C. 
F. Swift, W illiam Snrles, J. J. Parin- 
ton. 
The meeting was opened with prayer 
by Reverend Swift, who thanked God 
for the way in which the soldier boys 
had been led, in wav o f love and m ercy; 
for the return o f peace and victory, and 
at last the return of the boys in blue to 
their homes. 
Mayor Bough said : 
“ Ladies, g entle­ 
men and fellow citizens o f East Liver­ 
pool—We are assembled here this eveu- 
iug for the purpose o f taking steps, in 
order that we may take proper care of 
the boys of Company E, who will on 
Saturday be landed at Camp Wikoff, 
Montank Point, L. I. 
W e should and 
we will make plans whereby the boys 
will be made comfortable during their 
stay in camp.” 
Rev. Charles F. Swift, o f the Metho­ 
dist Protestant ohnrch, was then asked 
to speak and in part said : 
“ My friends 
there cannot be anything more vital to 
the citizens of this grand town tonight 
than the comfort and welfare of the 
boys of this country who have kept 
at heart the interests o f the country 
for which they have fought so bravely. 
The victory just won by onr boys in this 
war has by no means been an easy task. 
Beside being subjected to the hardships 
of war, they have been in the midst of 
the dreaded conditions o f a tropical 
country, and as they were born and 
reared in this genial land the tropical 
country has dealt hard 
with them. 
The country in which they have been 
for 80 long breeds nothing but disease 
and 
death. 
Such 
is 
far 
worse 
than war itself. 
This hour, my friends, 
you have come here for the purpose of 
not healing the 
wounds caused by 
war, 
but 
for 
the 
healing 
of 
the wounds caused by disease. 
We 
may pray incessantly for the boys, but 
without hard work and toil on our part 
nothing can be accomplished. 
You are 
called here tonight, not to pray, but to 
get that which is essential to help those 
who fought for our flag. 
Jesns Christ 
daring his life and work stm ck the key 
note when he said, Tn as mnch as ye 
have done it unto the least o f these ye 
have done it unto m e.’ Those boys have 
won for yon a victory. 
What are you 
going to do with it? 
They have pro­ 
tected you, now it is your turn to pro­ 
tect them.” 
J. J. Porinton spoke as fo llo w s: 
“ You remember Captain Phillip’s re­ 
mark immediately after the battle at 
Santiago, ‘Don’t cheer boys those poor 
devils are dying .’ 
Those words will go 
down in history as coming from one of 
the bravest o f men. Tonight the flag on 
yonder pole hangs at half mast in honor 
of one of the dead of Company E. I say 
don’t cheer some one o f the company 
may be dying, but it is known anyway 
that many are sick. We as a people have 
not had the opportunity to distinguish 
ourselves as did Hobson and the Eighth 
Ohio. 
But we now have the opportun­ 
ity to do onrselves proud, and to others 
justice, so let us as a people take ad­ 
vantage of it. 
Several days ago the 
sick at Camp Wikoff lay suffering on 
the damp ground which had just been 
soaked by a severe rain storm. 
We 
don’t want our boys to do that, and we 
are Here tonight to help them. 
We also 
don’t want to forget the Third battalion 
o ftüe Eighth regiment. 
They went 
down in their pockets for medical help 
and they should be rewarded for that 
act of kindness. 
W e as a people want 
to stand by Company E .” 
Mr. Pnrinton suggested that Doctor 
Robbs be given full power to act while 
there.

The winter palace of the czar sur­ 
passes any other palace in Europe. 
It 
is on the banks of the Neva and owes 
its existence to the Empress Catherine 
II, that most extraordinary woman, ex­ 
traordinary in ability and in vice, the 
surprise of all her contemporaries and 
the wonder of all who have studied her 
character. 
The building isijfour stories 
high, of a light brown color and nighly 
ornamental in architecture. 
It is a 
wilderness 
of 
halls, 
stairways and 
apartments. The Nicholas hall and the 
St. George’s hall w ill never be forgot­ 
ten by those who have seen them. 
One of the most interesting rooms is 
that where Nicholas I died. It is in the 
upper sto ^ of the northeast corner of 
the buildiug and is i^^proached by four 
doors and Anally by a narrow passage. 
It is a small room, only about 18 feet 
long and 12 feet wide, with two small 
windows, and is the place where the 
emperor spent most of his time when 
not officially employed. 
It is the room 
in which be died, some say by poison 
administered by himself in a fit of mel­ 
ancholy induced by the outcome of the 
Crimean war. 
The room remains just 
as he left it. Near the center is ft plain 
iron bedstead. 
Some chairs and a few 
cheap pictures adorn the room, and a 
dilapidated, down at the heel pair of 
slippers complete the furnishings of the 
attio room in the palace.

Why 
hungry when you can fill 
your Ktoiuach for 1 cent? Deuuett, the 
restaurant man, might add that query 
to the other placards which adoru the 
walls of most of his places, for he has 
provided the meal for 1 cent. As might 
be expected, Mr. Dennett does not run 
this place as he does his dairy lunch­ 
rooms. 
He doesn’t expect to make any 
money out of it, and couseiiueutly mir 
rors, tiled floors and whit« uapery are 
lacking. But the food is there, aud the 
1,500 or 80 men who daily buy it can 
testify to its stomach filling and life 
sustaining qualities. 
This latest addition to New York’s 
queer system of lunchrooms, which oc­ 
cupies the basement of the building at 
8 9 Bowery, has only been open for a 
short time. 
There was no blowing ol 
trumpets, no big advertising when busi 
ness was begun. 
The only thing done 
was the unlocking of the double doors 
of the bast'raeiit and the putting in 
place of a big sign bearing bold black 
letters on a yellow background. 
These 
give the information that in the res­ 
taurant a bowl of soup and bread and 
butter or coffee and bread and butter 
can be obtained for 1 cent. 
It is not to be expected that there is 
any profit in selling soup aud bread and 
butter, for 1 cent, and so Mr. Dennett 
makes no pretense of furnishing any­ 
thing save food to his patrons. 
If it 
were not for the quality of this, tht 
place would lie one of the most dismal 
in the city. It is a big, plain basement 
with worn floors and soiled, dingy 
walls. 
The ceiling looks as though 
had not been cleaned for years, and 
there is nothing about the place itsell 
to make it attractive. 
The tables, too, are of the crudest 
kind. 
They consist simply of long 
boards laid over wooden horses and 
spotted with the drippings from tlie 
80up bowls aud coffee cups. 
There arc 
no tablecloths, no napkins, no dishes, 
same tin cups, in which the hot food is 
served. 
The kitchen of the place fe in keep­ 
ing with the accommodations offered 
the patrons. 
It is at the front end of 
the basement, close by the stairs, and 
no attempt is made to cut it off from 
the rest of the room. 
Ii^ fact, the man 
who presides over it is chef, head w ait­ 
er, cashier and if need be “ bouncer” of 
the place, and it would not do for him 
to be onfc of reach of the tables. 
A 
rough plank in front of him is piled 
high with tin cups. 
These hold a pint 
and are used for either soup or coffee. 
Beneath the plank is a big tin wash 
boiler, in which the soup is kept, aud 
which when more heat is desired is 
placed upon the little stove, where the 
only dishwasher heats his water and on 
which a big boiler of coffee is constant 
ly simmering. 
The stove is so close tc 
the manager chef that with one hand 
he can draw a cup of coffee, while with 
the other he picks up the three slices of 
buttered bread which go with it. 
This 
broad is stacked up so as to be easily 
handled and is piled in a big basket be 
side the soup boiler. 
With ouly two articles of diet in the 
place aside from the bread there is no 
delay in serving a customer. The man, 
for no woman has yet eaten in the 
place, usually shambles up to a board 
where the pile of cups stand. 
Soup or 
coffee is called for, as the choice may 
be, but none is served until the custom 
er has pnxluced and paid his cent. 
There is no credit given, and the cash­ 
ier takes no chances on any of the cus­ 
tomers beating him out of a meal. Once 
he has been paid the customer is waited 
on. 
Practice has enabled the chef to ac­ 
complish this in the fewest possible 
number of mfltions. 
With one hand he 
receives the cent aud tosses it into an 
old cigar box. 
At the same time with 
the other hand he seizes a cup from 
those piled in front of him and fills it 
with coffee or soup, as the case may be. 
Then with the same hand with which 
the money was 
received one of the 
stacks of three slices of bread is picked 
up and handed to the customer. 
The 
whole thing is done in less than half a 
minute aud the manager insists that if 
a rush made it necessary he could make 
change aud wait on a customer in less 
than ten seconds. 
The keeping of a 
restaurant open on Sunday is contrary 
to the rules which govern all the rest of 
the Dennett pJac^ 
An exception was 
made in this one, as it is regarded as 
a charitable institution and not as a 
business enterprise. 
“ We do a big business here,” said 
the manager head waiter as ho looked 
at the line of men .standing at the plank 
tables and dipping their bread in their 
soap or coffee. “ Sometimes we feed as 
many as 1,500 men. 
Sometimes the 
number drops to 8 00. 
But the more 
business we do the more money we lose. 
It is hardly fair to say that, for the 
place is aimo.st self supporting. Buying 
his supplies in iinineuse quantities Mr. 
Dennett is able to get them very cheap. 
This fact, too, enables him to make bi.s 
soup a really good one, with plenty of 
meat in it to make it streuKhteniug.

The mass meeting called by Mayor 
Bough 
yesterday afternoon for last 
night was well attended.

platform in the Diamond not less than 
1500 people had gathered when the 
meeting was opened. 
Manley’s band 
was there at the request of the mayor, 
and before and daring the meeting 
played many national airs. 
When the 
meeting was opened them were seated 
on the platform Mayor Bough, Rev. C. 
F. Swift, William Surles, J. J. Purin- 
ton. 
The meeting was opened with prayer 
by Reverend Swift, who thanked God 
for the way in which the soldier boys 
had been led, in way of love and mercy; 
for the return of peace and victory, and 
at last the return of the boys in blue to 
their homes. 
Mayor Bough said: “Ladies, gentle­ 
men and fellow citizens of East Liver­ 
pool—We are assembled here this even­ 
ing for the purpose of taking steps, in 
order that we may take proper care of 
the boys of Company E, who will on 
Saturday be landed at Camp Wikoff, 
Montauk Point, L. I. 
We should and 
we will make plans whereby the boys 
will be made comfortable during their 
stay in camp.” 
Rev. Charles F. Swift, of the Metho­ 
dist Protestant ohurch, was then asked 
to speak and in part said: “My friends 
there cannot be anything more yital to 
the citizens of this grand town tonight 
than the comfort and welfare of the 
boys of this country who haye kept 
at heart the interests of the country 
for which they have fought so bravely. 
The victory just won by our boys in this 
war has by no means been an easy task. 
Beside beihg subjected to the hardships 
of war, they have been in the midst of 
the dreaded conditions of a tropical 
country, and as they were born and 
reared in this genial land the tropical 
country has dealt hard with them. 
The country in which they have been 
for so long breeds nothing but disease 
and 
death. 
Such 
is 
far 
worse 
than war itself. This hour, my friends, 
you have come here for the purpose of 
not healing the 
wounds caused by 
war, 
but 
for 
the 
healing 
of 
the wounds caused by disease. 
We 
may pray incessantly for the boys, but 
without hard work and toil on our part 
nothing can be accomplished. You are 
called here tonight, not to pray, but to 
get that which is essential to help those 
who fought for our flag. 
Jesus Christ 
daring his life and work struck the key 
note when he said, ‘In as much as ye 
have done it unto the least of these ye 
have done it unto me.* Those boys have 
won for you a victory. 
What are you 
going to do with it? 
They have pro­ 
tected you, now it is your turn to pro­ 
tect them.” 
J. J. Perinton spoke as follows: 
“You remember Captain Phillip’s re­ 
mark immediately after the battle at 
Santiago, ‘Don’t cheer boys those poor 
devils are dying.’ Those words will go 
down in history as coming from one of 
the bravest of men. Tonight the flag on 
yonder pole hangs at half mast in honor 
of one of the dead of Company E. I say 
don’t cheer some one of the company 
may be dying, but it is known anyway 
that many are sick. We as a people have 
not had the opportunity to distinguish 
ourselves as did Hobson and the Eighth 
Ohio. But we now have the opportun­ 
ity to do ourselves proud, and to others 
justice, so let us as a people take ad­ 
vantage of it. 
Several days ago the 
sick at Camp Wikoff lay suffering on 
the damp ground which had just been 
soaked by a severe rain storm. 
We 
don t want our boys to do that, and we 
are here tonight to help them. 
We also 
don’t want to forget the Third battalion 
of tne Eighth regiment. 
They went 
down in their pockets for medical help 
and they should be rewarded for that 
act of kindness.

An E m peror’* A ttic. 
The winter palace of the czar sur­ 
passes any other palace in Europe. It 
is on the banks cf the Neva and owes 
its existence to the Empress Catherine 
II, that most extraordinary woman, ex­ 
traordinary in ability and in vice, the 
surprise of all her contemporaries and 
the wonder of all who have studied her 
character. The building i^ on r stories 
high, of a light brown color asci highly 
ornamental in architecture. 
It is a 
wilderness of 
halls, 
stairways and 
apartments. The Nicholas hall and the 
St. George’s hall will never be forgot 
ten by those who have seen them. 
One of the most interesting rooms is 
that where Nicholas I died. It is in the 
upper story of the northeast corner of 
the building and is approached by four 
doors and finally by a narrow passage. 
It is a small room, only about 18 feet 
long and 12 feet wide, with two small 
windows, and is the place where the 
emperor spent most of his time when 
not officially employed.

in which be died, some say by poison 
administered by himself in a fit of mel­ 
ancholy induced by the outcome of the 
Crimean war. The room remains just 
as he left it. Near the oenter is vs plain 
iron bedstead. Some chairs and a few 
cheap pictures adorn the room, and a 
dilapidated, down at the heel pair of 
slippers complete the furnishings of the 
attio room in the palaoe.

NEW YORK’S REAL CHARITY RESTAU­ 
RANT ON TH E BOWERY. 


It In the Cheapest V et-S oup and Bread 
or Coffee and D itto Cost th e W ayfarers 
but a Mite - Is K ept Open on bandar 
Big Business Done. 


Why go hungry when you can fill 
your stomach for I cent? Dennett, the 
restaurant man, might add that query 
to the other placards which adorn the 
walls of most of his places, for he has 
provided the meal for I cent. As might 
be expected, Mr. Dennett does not run 
this place as he does his dairy lunch­ 
rooms. 
He doesn’t expect to make any 
money out of it, and consequently mir 
mrs, tiled floors and white napery are 
lacking. But the food is there, and the 
1,500 or so men who daily buy it can 
testify to its stomach filling and life 
sustaining qualities. 
This latest addition to New York’* 
queer system of lunchrooms, which oc­ 
cupies the basement of the building at 
89 Bowery, has only been open for a 
short time. There was no blowing oi 
trumpets, no big advertising when bnsi 
ness was begun. 
The only thing done 
was the unlocking of the double doors 
of the basement and the putting in 
place of a big sign bearing bold black 
letters on a yellow background. 
These 
give the information that in the res­ 
taurant a bowl of soup and bread and 
butter or coffee and bread and butter 
can be obtained for I cent. 
It is not to be expected that there is 
any profit in selling soup and bread and 
butter, for I cent, aud so Air. Dennett 
makes no pretense of furnishing any­ 
thing save food to his patrons. 
If it 
were not for the quality of this, the 
place would be one of the most dismal 
in the city. It is a big, plain basement, 
with worn floors and soiled, dingy 
walls. 
The ceiling looks as though it 
had not been cleaned for years, and 
there is nothing about the place itseli

to make it attractive. 
The tables, too, are of the crudest 
kind. 
They consist simply of long 
boards laid over wooden horses aud 
spotted with the drippings from the 
soup bowls and coffee cups. There are 
no tablecloths, no napkins, no dishes, 
same tin cups, in which the hot food is 
served. 
The kitchen of the place Ie in keep­ 
ing with the accommodations offered 
the patrons. It is at the front end of 
the basement, close by the stairs, and 
no attempt is made to cut it off from 
the rest of the room. RF fact, the man 
who presides over it is chef, head wait­ 
er, cashier and if need be “ bouncer” of 
the place, and it would not do for him 
to be out of reach of the tables, 
rough plank in front of him is piled 
high with tin cups. 
These hold a pint 
and are used for either soup or coffee. 
Beneath the plank is a big tin wash 
boiler, in which the soup is kept, and 
which when more heat is desired is 
placed upon the little stove, where the 
only dishwasher heats his water and on 
which a big boiler of coffee is constant 
ly simmering. 
The stove is so close to 
the manager chef that with one hand 
he can draw a cup of coffee, while with 
the other he picks up the three slices of 
buttered bread which go with it. This 
bread is stacked up so as to be easily 
handled and is piled in a big basket be 
side the soup boiler. 
With only two articles of diet in the 
place aside from the bread there is no 
delay in serving a customer. The man, 
for no woman has yet eaten in the 
place, usually shambles up to a board 
where the pile of cups stand. Soup or 
coffee is called for, as the choice may 
be, but none is served until the custom 
er has produced and paid his oent. 
There is no credit given, and the cash­ 
ier takes no chances on any of the cus­ 
tomers beating him out of a meal. Once 
he has been paid the customer is waited 
on. 
Practice has enabled the chef to ac­ 
complish this in the fewest possible 
number of motions. 
With one hand he 
receives the cent aud tosses it into an 
old cigar box. 
At the same time with 
the other band he seizes a cup from 
those piled in front of him and fills it 
with coffee or soup, as the oase may be. 
Then with the same hand with which 
the money was received one of the 
stacks of three slices of bread is picked 
up and handed to the customer. The 
whole thing is done in less than half a 
minute and the manager insists that if 
a rash made it necessary he coaid make 
change and wait on a customer in less 
than ten seconds. The keeping of a 
restaurant open on Sunday is contrary 
to the rales which govern all the rest of 
the Dennett places. 
An exception was 
made in thin one, as it is regarded as 
a charitable institution and not as a 
business enterprise. 
“ We do a big business here,” said 
the manager head waiter as he looked 
at the line of men standing at the plank 
tables and dipping their bread in their 
soup or coffee. “ Sometimes we feed as 
many as 1,500 men. Sometimes the 
number drops to 800. 
But the more 
business we do the more money we lose. 
It is hardly lair to say that, for the 
place is almost self supporting. Buying 
his supplies in immense quantities Mr. 
Dennett is able to get them very cheap. 
This fact, too, enables him to make his 
soup a really good one, with plenty of 
meat in it to make it streuKbtening.

yesterday afternoon for last 
eight was well attended. 
Around the 
platform in the Diamond not less than 
lf>00 people had gathered when the 
meeting was opened. 
M anley’s band 
was there at the request of the mayor, 
and before and daring the meeting 
played many national airs. 
When the 
meeting was opened there were seated 


on the platform Mayor Bough, Rev. O. 
F. Swift, W illiam Snrles, J. J. Pnrin* 
ton. 
The meeting was opened with prayer 
by Reverend Swift, who thanked God 
for the way in which the soldier boys 
had been led, in way of love and m ercy; 
for the return of peace and victory, aud 
at last the return of the boys in bine to 
their homes. 
Mayor Bough said : 
“ Ladies, gentle­ 
men and fellow citizens of East Liver­ 
pool—We are assembled here this even­ 
ing for the purpose of taking steps, in 
order that we may take proper care of 
the boys of Company E, who will on 
Saturday be landed at Camp Wikoff, 
Montauk Point, L. I. 
W e should and 
we will make plans whereby the boys 
will be made comfortable daring their 
stay in camp.” 
Rev. Charles F. Swift, of the Metho­ 
dist Protestant ohnrob, was then asked 
to speak and in part said: “My friends 
there cannot be anything more vital to 
the citizens of this grand town tonight 
than the comfort and welfare of the 
boys of this country who have kept 
at heart the interests of the country 
for which they have fought so bravely. 
The victory just won by oar boys in this 
war has by no means been an easy task. 
Beside being subjected to the hardships 
of war, they have been in the midst of 
the dreaded conditions of a tropical 
country, and as they were born and 
reared in this genial land the tropical 
country has dealt hard 
w ith them. 
The country in which they have been 
for so long breeds nothing bat disease 
and 
death. 
Such 
is 
far 
worse 
than war itself. 
This hour, my friends, 
you have come here for the purpose of 
not healing the 
wounds caused by 
war, 
but 
for 
the 
healing 
of 
the wounds caused by disease. 
We 
may pray incessantly for the boys, but 
without hard work and toil on oar part 
nothing can be accomplished. 
You are 
called here tonight, not to pray, but to 
get that which is essential to help those 
who fought for our flag. 
Jeans Christ 
during his life and work struck the key 
note when he said, ‘In as much as ye 
have done it unto the least of these ye 
have done it unto me.' Those boys have 
won for you a victory. 
What are you 
going to do with it ? 
They have pro­ 
tected you, now it is your turn to pro­ 
tect them.” 
J. J. Purinton spoke as follow s: 
“You remember Captain Phillip’s re­ 
mark immediately after the battle at 
Santiago, ‘Don’t cheer boys those poor 
devils are dying.’ 
Those words will go 
down in history as coming from one of 
the bravest of men. Tonight the flag on 
yonder pole hangs at half mast in honor 
of one of the dead of Company E. I say 
don’t cheer some one of the company 
may be dying, but it is known anyway 
that many are sick. W e as a people have 
not had the opportunity to distinguish 
ourselves as did Hobson and the Eighth 
Ohio. 
But we now have the opportun­ 
ity to do ourselves proud, and to others 
justice, so let us as a people take ad­ 
vantage of it. 
Several days ago the 
sick at Camp Wikoff lay suffering on 
the damp ground which had just been 
soaked by a severe rain storm. 
We 
don’t want our boys to do that, and we 
are Pere tonight to help them. 
W e also 
don’t want to forget the Third battalion 
of tne Eighth regiment. 
They went 
down in their pockets for medical help 
aud they should be rewarded for that 
act of kindness. 
We as a people want 
to stand by Company E .” 
Mr. Purinton suggested that Doctor 
Hobbs be given fall power to act while 
there. 
All thought the same, and the 
general committee will so instruct him. 
Mayor Bough upon request appointed 
a general committee consisting of Col. 
John N. Taylor, Noah A. Frederick 
and Sherman T. Herbert.

An Emperor’* Attic. 
The winter palace of the czar sur­ 
passes any other palace in Europe. 
It 
is on the banks of the Neva and owes 
its existence to the Empress Catherine 
II, that most extraordinary woman, ex­ 
traordinary in ability and in vice, the 
surprise of all her contemporaries and 
the wonder of all who have studied her 
character. 
The building ig£.our stories 
high, of a light brown color aod highly 
ornamental in architecture, 
it is a 
wilderness 
of 
halls, 
stairways and 
apartments. The Nicholas hall and the 
St. George’s hall w ill never be forgot­ 
ten by those who have seen them. 
One of the most interesting rooms is 
that where Nicholas I died. It is in the 
upper story of the northeast corner of 
the building and is approached by four 
doors and finally by a narrow passage. 
It is a small room, only about 18 feet 
long and 12 feet wide, with two small 
windows, and is the place where the 
emperor spent most of his time when 
not officially employed. 
It is the room 
in which he died, some say by poison 
administered by himself in a fit of mel­ 
ancholy induced by the outcome of the 
Crimean war. 
The room remains just 
as he left it. Near the center is ii plain 
iron bedstead. Some chairs and a few 
cheap pictures adorn the room, and a 
dilapidated, down at the heel pair of 
•lippers complete the furnishings of the 
attic room in the palace.

VYhy go hungry when you eau fill 
your stomach for I cont? Dennett, the 
restaurant luau, might add that query 
to the other placards which adorn the 
walls of most of his places, for he has 
provided the meal for I cent. As might 
be expected, Mr. Dennett does not run 
this place as he does his dairy lunch­ 
rooms. 
He doesn’t expect to make any 
money out of it, and consequently m ir­ 
rors, tiled floors and white napery art' 
lacking. 
But the food is there, aud the 
1,500 or so men who daily buy it can 
testify to its stomach filling and life 
sustaining qualities. 
This latest addition to New York’* 
queer system of lunchrooms, which oc­ 
cupies the basement of the building at 
SH Bowery, has only been open for a 
short time. 
There was no blowing oi 
trumpets, no big advertising when bani 
ness was begun. 
The only thing done 
was the unlocking of the double doors 
of the basement and the putting in 
place of a big sign bearing bold black 
letters on a yellow background. 
These 
give the information that in the res­ 
taurant a bowl of soup and bread and 
butter or coffee and bread and butter 
can be obtained for I cent. 
It is not to be expected that there ii- 
any profit iii selling soup and bread and 
butter, for I cent, and so Mr. Dennett 
makes no pretense of furnishing any­ 
thing save food to his patrons, 
lf it 
were not for the quality of this, the 
place would lie one of the most dismal 
in the city. It is a big, plain basement, 
with worn floors and soiled, dingy 
walls. 
The ceiling looks as though it 
had not been cleaned for years, and 
there is nothing about the place itself 
to make it attractive. 
The tables, too, are of the crudest 
kind. 
They consist simply of long 
boards laid over wooden horses aud 
spotted with the drippings from the 
soap bowls and coffee cups. 
There are 
no tablecloths, no napkins, no dishes, 
same tin cups, in which the hot food is 
served. 
The kitchen of the place Is in keep­ 
ing with the accommodations offered 
the patrons. 
It is at the front end of 
the basement, close by the stairs, and 
no attempt is made to cut it off from 
the rest of the room. 
Id fact, the man 
who presides over it is chef, head w ait­ 
er, cashier and if need be “ bouncer” of 
the place, and it would not do for him 
to be oat of reach of the tables. 
A 
rough plank in front of him is piled 
high with tin cups. 
These hold a pint 
and are used for either soup or coffee. 
Beneath the plank is a big tin wash 
boiler, in which the soup is kept, aud 
which when more heat is desired is 
placed upon the little stove, where the 
only dishwasher heats his water and on 
which a big boiler of coffee is constant 
ly simmering. 
The stove is so close to 
the manager chef that with one hand 
he can draw a cup of coffee, while with 
the other he picks up the three slices of 
buttered bread which go with it. 
This 
bread is stacked up so as to be easily 
handled and is piled in a big basket be 
side the soup boiler. 
With only two articles of diet in the 
place aside from the bread there is no 
delay in serving a customer. The man, 
for no woman has yet eaten in the 
place, usually shambles up to a board 
where the pile of cups stand. 
Sonp or 
coffee is called for, as the choice may 
be, but none is served until the custom 
er has produced and paid his cent. 
There is no credit given, and the cash­ 
ier takes no chances on any of the cus­ 
tomers beating him out of a meal. Once 
he has been paid the customer is waited 
on. 
Practice has enabled the chef to ac­ 
complish this in the fewest possible 
number of nations. 
With one hand he 
receives the cent and tosses it into an 
old cigar box. 
At the same time with 
the other hand he seizes a cup from 
th0 6 6 piled in front of him and fills it 
with coffee or soup, as the case may be. 
Then with the same hand with which 
the money was 
received one of the 
stacks of three slices of bread is picked 
up and handed to the customer. 
The 
whole thing is done in less than half a 
minute and the manager insists that if 
a rush made it necessary he could make 
change and wait on a customer iii less 
than ten seconds. 
The keeping of a 
restaurant open on Sunday is contrary 
to the rules which govern all the rest of 
the Dennett places. 
An exception was 
made in thiq one, as it is regarded as 
a charitable institution and not as a 
business enterprise. 
“ We do a big business here,” said 
the manager head waiter as he looked 
at the line of men standing at the plank 
tables and dipping their bread in their 
soup or coffee. “ Sometimes we feed as 
many as 1,500 men. 
Sometimes the 
number drops to 800. 
But the more 
business we do the more money we lose. 
It is hardly fair to say that, for the 
place is almost self supporting. Buying 
his supplies in immense quantities Mr. 
Dennett is able to get them very cheap. 
Tiiis fact, too, enables him to make his 
soup a really good one, with plenty of 
meat in it to make it streiiKhtening.

A number of telegrams were received 
from members of the company by friends 
in town today. 
The boys who sent 
them were well. 


STARVATION. 


A S o ld ier W h o S u cceed ed 
In 
R ea ch in g S h o re T el I is a 
S tory o f S u fferin g. 
A correspondent at Camp 
Wikoff 
sends the following story to his paper : 
"From all accounts the Eighth Ohio 
regiment, known as 'McKinley’s Own,’ 
must have experienced a terrible time 
since leaving this country and while on 
their way home from Santiago on the 
transport Mohawk. 
The regiment was 
not allowed to land today, but some of 
the more seriously ill were brought 
ashore and placed in the general hos­ 
pital. 
"One man managed to smuggle him­ 
self aboard the boat transferring the 
sick and tells of a frightful story of the 
men’s sufferings. 
From what he says 
the Eighth Ohio has had more than its 
share of hardships,and on the way home 
had not nearly enough to eat. 
"Privates Rouse and Eddy, who died 
on the way home, he says, succumbed 
from the effects of starvation, and over 
300 men in the regiment are seriously 
ill,although only 130 have been reported 
as being in that condition. 
"He says the true state of affairs and 
the extent of the men’s sufferings will 
not be known until tomorrow morning, 
when the Mohawk pats into the dock 
and is unloaded. 
"The Mohawk left Caba on the 18th, 
and ever since then the regiment has 
been, according to him, on scant rations. 
The soldier showed an entry made in 
his diary yesterday. 
It read : 
" ‘I thought our regiment had lived 
hard on traveling rations, but it was 
nothing like I witnessed today on the 
Mohawk with the Eighth Ohio. 
The 
men had for supper soup and hardtack. 
The soup was made from 34 small cans 
of beef and 24 cans of tomatoes. 
This 
was intended for 1,200 men, some of 
whom were so sick and weak that they 
could scarcely hold up their heads.’ 
"It is only one instance cited by the 
soldier of short rations on their way 
back to Jthe United States. On one oc 
casion, he says the food became so bad 
and scarce that some of the men in the 
Eigkthf Ohio made a vigorous kink. 
There! were a large number of them. 
For this, he told me, they were placed 
under arrest and put on duty cleaning 
up the ship. 
"They struck and refused to work 
until they had been given something to 
eat. 
The colonel of the regiment then 
ordered them fed, after which the strik­ 
ers performed their duties. 
"On another occasion the food became 
so bad that a large number of the men 
assembled on the deck and shouted in a 
body for sustenance. 
This was after

The jury appointed to appraise the 
property along Tanyard run to be con­ 
demned for sewer purposes arrived yes­ 
terday afternoon at 5 o’clock in charge 
of Sheriff Gill.

Montauk Point. L. I. 
We should aud 
we will make plans whereby the boys 
will be made comfortable during their 
stay in camp.” 
Rev. Charles F. Swift, of the Metho­ 
dist Protestant ohnrcb, was then asked 
to speak and in part said : “My friends 
there cannot be anything more vital to 
the citizens of this grand town tonight 
than the comfort and welfare of the 
boys of this country who have kept 
at heart the interests of the country 
for which they have fought so bravely. 
The victory just won bv our boys in this 
war bas by no means been an easy task. 
Beside being subjected to the hardships 
of war, they have been in the midst of 
the dreaded conditions of a tropical 
country, and as they were born and 
reared in this genial land the tropical 
country has dealt hard with them.

uote when he said, ‘In as much as ye 
have done it unto the least of these ye 
have done it unto me.* Those boys have 
won for you a victory. 
What are yon 
going to do with it ? 
They have pro­ 
tected you, now it is your turn to pro­ 
tect them.” 
J. J. Purinton spoke as follows : 
"You remember Captain Phillip’s re­ 
mark immediately after the battle at 
Santiago, ‘Don’t cheer boys those poor 
devils are dying.’ Those words will go 
down in history as coming from one of 
the bravest of men. Tonight the flag on 
yonder pole hangs at half mast in honor 
of one of the dead of Company E. I say 
don’t cheer some one of the company 
may be dying, but it is known anyway 
that many are sick. We as a people have 
cot had the opportunity to distinguish 
ourselves as did Hobson and the Eighth 
(^hio. But we now have the opportun­ 
ity to do ourselves proud, and to others 
justice, so let us as a people take ad­ 
vantage of it.

character. The building isfjjnur stories 
high, of a light brown color and highly 
ornamental iii architecture. 
It is a 
wilderness of 
halls, 
stairways and 
apartments. The Nicholas hall and the 
St. George’s hall will never be forgot 
ten by those who have seen them. 
One of the most interesting rooms is 
that where Nicholas I died. It is in the 
upper story of the northeast corner 
the building aud is approached by four 
doors and Anally by a narrow passage 
It is a small room, only about 18 feet 
long and 12 feet wide, with two sinai 
windows, and is the place where the 
emperor spent most of his time when 
not officially employed. 
It is the room 
in which he died, some say by poison 
administered by himself in a lit of mel 
anoholy induced by the outcome of the 
Crimean war. The room remains just 
as he left it. Near the oenter is it plain 
iron bedstead. Some chairs and a few 
cheap pictures adorn the room, and a 
dilapidated, down at the heel pair of 
■lippers complete the furnishings of the 
attic room in the palace.

Why go hungry when you can Iii] 
your stomach for I cent? Dennett, the 
restaurant man, might acid that query 
to the other placards which adorn the 
tvalls of most of his places, for he ha- 
provided the meal for I cent. As might 
be expected, Mr. Dennett does not run 
this place as he does his dairy lunch­ 
rooms. He doesn’t expect to make any 
money out of it, and consequently mir 
rors, tiled floors and white napery are 
lacking. But the food is there, aud the 
1,500 or so men who daily buy it can 
testify to its stomach filling and life 
sustaining qualities. 
This latest addition to New York’** 
queer system of lunchrooms, which oc­ 
cupies the basement of the building at 
89 Bowery, has only been open for a 
short time. There was no blowing of 
trumpets, no big advertising when busi 
ness was begun. The only thing dom 
was the unlocking of the double doors 
of the basement and the putting in 
place of a big sign bearing bold black 
letters on a yellow background. These 
give the information that in the res­ 
taurant a bowl of soup and bread and 
butter or coffee and bread and butter 
can be obtained for I cent. 
It is not to be expected that there it* 
any profit in selling soup and bread and 
butter, for I cent, and so Mr. Dennett 
makes no pretense of furnishing any 
thing save food to his patrons, lf it 
were not for the quality of this, tin 
place would be one of the most dismal 
in the city. It is a big, plain basement, 
with worn floors and soiled, dingy 
walls. The ceiling looks as though it 
had not been cleaned for years, and 
there is nothing about the place itseli 
to make it attractive. 
rIhe tables, too, are of the crudest 
kind. 
They consist simply of long 
boards laid over wooden horses aud 
spotted with the drippings from the 
se»up bowls aud coffee cups. There are 
no tablecloths, no napkins, no dishes, 
same tin cups, in which the hot food is 
served. 
The kitchen of the place Is in keep­ 
ing with the accommodations offered 
the patrons. It is at the front end of 
the basement, close by the stairs, aud 
no attempt is made to cut it off from 
the rest of the room. Id fact, tho man 
who presides over it is chef, head wait­ 
er, cashier and if need be “ bouncer” of 
the place, and it would not do for him 
to be out of reach of the tables. 
A 
rough plank in front of him is piled 
high with tin cups. 
These hold a pint 
and are used for either soup or coffee 
Beneath the plank is a big tin wash 
boiler, iu which the soup is kept, aud 
which when more heat is desired is 
placed upon the little stove, where the 
only dishwasher heats his water and on 
which a big boiler of coffee is constant 
ly simmering. 
The stove is so close to 
the manager chef that with one hand 
he can draw a cup of coffee, while with 
the other he picks up the three slices of 
buttered bread which go with it. This 
bread is stacked up so as to be easily 
handled and is piled in a big basket be­ 
side the soup boiler. 
With ouly two articles of diet in the 
place aside from the bread there is no 
delay in serving a customer. The man, 
for no woman has yet eaten in the 
plaoe, usually shambles up to a board 
where the pile of cups stand. Soup or 
coffee is called for, as the choice may 
be, but none is served until the custom 
er has produced and paid his oeut. 
There is no credit given, and the cash­ 
ier takes no chances on any of the cus­ 
tomers beating him out of a meal. Once 
he has been paid the customer is waited 
on. 
Practice has enabled the chef to ac­ 
complish this in the fewest possible 
number of motions. 
With one hand he

“ We do a big business here, ” said 
the manager head waiter as he looked 
at the line of men standing at the plank 
tables and dipping their bread in their 
soup or coffee. “ Sometimes we feed as 
many as 1,500 men. Sometimes the 
number drops to 800. 
Hut the mare 
business we do the more money we lose. 
It is hardly fair to say that, for the 
place is aiino*t self supporting. Buying 
his supplies in immense quantities Mr, 
Dennett is able to get them very cheap. 
Tnis fact, too, enables him to make his 
soup a really good one, with plenty of 
meat in it to make it st rough telling.
